FUMES IN TRUCK 


William Sentz Collapses 
At Home After Fight­ 
ing Fumes Dur­ 
ing Forty-Mile 
Drive. 


D riving more than 40 miles after 
being 
partly 
overcome 
by 
carbon 
monoxide gas from the exhaust of the 
autom obile he was driving, William 
Sentz, near Cfettysburg, collapsed on 
the porch of his home, and is under 
the care of a physician. 
Mr. Sentz, who resides between 4 
and 5 miles east of G ettysburg along 
the Lincoln H ighw ay, and why con­ 
ducts a dray and electrical wiring 
business, left 
home 
early 
Monday 
m ornng for W ashington D. C., driving 
a sm all truck, with an enclosed cab 
for the driver. 
He was returning from the Capital 
City, when he first noticed the fumes 
of the deadly gas in the enclosed cab, 
th e windows of which he kept shut 
tig h tly because of the cold w eather. 
Occasionally, he opened the windows 
to allow the poisonous gas to escape, 
but before reaching Frederick, he be­ 
cam e sick from the fum es after driv­ 
ing for some tim e w ithout letting in 
fresh air. 
He first noticed him self becoming 
sick about 5 o’clock, and was forced 
to stop until he felt better. 
He then 
continued tow ard home, although he 
was still suffering considerably from 
th e deadly gas fum es from the ex ­ 
haust, which cam e seeping into tho 
cab. 
Sentz reached hom e shortly before 
noon, and as he w alked onto the porch 
of his home, he collapsed and lapsed 
into unconsciousness. 
The poisoned 
m an was taken to bed and a physician 
summoned. 
The doctor, it is stated 
said Sentz had a clbse call from death. 
Sentz was improved today, although 
he was still feeling th e effects of th e 
carbon monoxide poisoning, and wa* 
confined to bed.

Famous Preacher Father 
Of Famous Preacher Sons 


By QUAKER (STAYLOR 
(In National Republic) 
Henry Melchior Muhlenberg, promi­ 
nent as preacher and patriot during 
the American Revolution, had many 
claims to distinction. 
He was the founder of the Evangel­ 
ical Lutheran Church in America. Ho 
was the father of John Peter Gabriel 
Muhlenberg, the famous preacher who 
staged one of the most dramatic epi­ 
sodes 
of the 
Revolutionary 
War. 
Washington commissioned him a colo­ 
nel. 
The next Sunday, in his pulpit, 
at Woodstock, Va., he preached a stir- 


try had suffered from Great Britain, 
and at its close dramatically ex­ 
claimed: 
“There is a time for all things—a 
time to preach and a time to pray; 
but there is also a time to fight, and 
that time has now come.” 
Then, fervently pronouncing the 
benediction, he threw off his gown 
and appeared before his congregation 
in the full uniform of a colonel. Has­ 
tening to the front door of the little 
church, he ordered the drums to be 
beat, and announced that he was ready 
to enroll volunteers. 
In less than an 
hour 300 men had joined his regi­ 
ment. He participated in the battles 


of 
Sullivan’s 
Island, 
Brandywine, 
Germantown, Monmouth, Stony Point 
and Yorktown. 
He was made major 
general and after the Revolution was 
elected to Congress. 
The elder Muhlenberg was likewise 
• the father of Frederick Augustus Con­ 
rad Muhlenberg, noted preacher, mem­ 
ber of the Continental Congress, twice 
speaker of the Pennsylvania legisla­ 
tu r e and the first speaker of the 
I United States House of Representa- 
j fives after the adoption of the Con- 
: stitution. He presided over the Penn­ 
sylvania convention which ratified the 
Constitution of the United States. 


; nest Muhlenberg, who preached 
in 
New' Jersey and Pennsylvania, and be- 
j came a world-famous botanist.

books on this subject are known every-

He was visited at his home 
in Lancaster, Penn., by Alexander von 
Humboldt and Aime Bonpland.

Philadelphia.—The Liberty Bell in 
Independence Hall is one of at least 
half a dozen other “Liberty Bells” in 
Eastern 
Pennsylvania 
communities 
which also rang out the news that 
the Declaration of Independence had 
been signed 
Historically, these other chimes lay 
claim to the title “ Liberty Bell,” and 
indeed are so called. They have been 
gathered in one exhibit at the Sesqui­ 
centennial Exposition, making com­ 
plete the collection of the seven chimes 
which commingled their voices in cele­ 
bration of the event. 
All Tolled “Liberty” 
Scores of additional bells rang out 
th'* news when the declaration was 
confirmed, but there are but six, be- 
i sides the Philadelphia bell, which are 
recognized by historians as being au­ 
thentic “Liberty” bells. 
All the six 
j bells are smaller than the Philadel- 
i phia bell. 
Three of them were im- 
• ported, as was the local chime; two 
were cast in Bethlehem, Pa., and the 
other at Bridgewater, Mass. 
The bells are the town meeting 
s house bell at Chester, Pa., said to be 
the oldest municipal bell in the United 
St ate*.

Memorial Is Weatherbeaten 
The Holstein home now is a Riley 
memorial and the desk and other me­ 
mentos of the poet's occupancy still 
remain. 
Time and th« elements have 
seared their marks across the old, 
aristocratic, two-story brick structure, 
that like Riley’s battered “stovepipe” 
hat, hanging within its walls, is of 
the past.

Second In Si*e 
Second in point of size is the Lan­ 
caster bell, east in England in 1745 for 
the “Cloister”, near 
Ephrata, 
Pa. 
When it arrived it was declared “sin­ 
ful and w'orldly,” and was sold to the 
Holy Trinity Lutheran church, Lan­ 
caster. 
After serving at different 
times as state house bell, fire bell and 
church bell, it was broken in 1886, 
but was preserved. 
The Berks county court house bell, 
cast in Massachusetts in 1763, ranks 
third in seniority. 
It atso served in 
various capacities before coming finally 
into the guardianship of the Berks 
county Historical Society. 
The St. John's parish bell at York, 
Pa., was acquired in 1774 by the So­ 
ciety for the Prbpagation of the Faith, 
in London. It wa* hung in the court 
house, owing to the church building 
having no belfry. 
It cracked while 
tolling the death of President McKin­ 
ley in 1901. The Philadelphia bell was 
cracked while tolling the death of 
C hief Justice John Marshall in 1835.

Sign Of Buying 
The eager oblique upward stretch of 
the right arm of each of the multitude 
of brokers standing tip-to© in the 
trading-pit signifies not merely that 
he is striving to buy or sell, but also 
expresses in exact form the definite 
amount and the actual intended price. 
Where everybody is shouting, even the 
best lungs have their limit, and some­ 
thing more is needed. 
Whole Hand, 25,000 Bushels 
The device is simplicity itself—a 
sign manual in which the whole hand 
displayed 
vertically 
means 
25,000 
bushels, each finger counting as 5,000 
bushels. 
Price in even cents is in­ 
dicator! by the clenched fist, held hori­ 
zontally. Each horizontal finger sep­ 
arately extended represents an added 
eighth of a cent up to five eighths. 
The extended hand entirely with the 
fingers horizontal but close together 
means three-quarters, and the thumb 
raised separately is a signal for seven- 
ighthih—W hether the grain is offered 
or being bid for is shown by a slight 
motion of the hand to or from the 
trader himself. 
Grotesque as the system may look, 
the signaling not only closes contracts 
involving millions, but also instantly 
enables the official reporters every mo­ 
ment to note at a glance the actual 
price of grain—the price transmitted 
from Chicago to all the markets of 
the w'orld. 


thais Tommerop in the cellar of the Mo­
